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PURPOSE: To prevent an ink film from being wrinkled and inexpensively perform 
stable transfer recording, by a simple construction wherein a cylindrical member 
the surface of which is provided with right and left spiral grooves is provided in 
proximity to a recording head, and is pressed against a cylindrical platen (func- 
tioning also as a feeding means for a recording paper) through the recording 
paper and an ink film. 

CONSTITUTION: The ink film 2 is guided by guide rollers 5, 7, and is taken up by 
a take-up roll 8. The recording paper 3 is pressed against a platen roller 4 by a 
guide roller 5 and bail rollers 9, and is fed in the direction of an arrow B by the 
rotating force of the platen roller 4. The s urface of the guide roller 5 is provid ed 
wi th right and left symm etrical spiral gm oK£S^51, and when the, ink ninTE is 
fecf, the roller 5 is rotated in the direction of an arrow C, whereby the ink film 
2 is stretched in the directions of arrows D, E by a guiding function of the spiral 
grooves 51. Accordingly, the ink film 2 is tensioned in the width direction, is 
prevented from being wrinkled, and is fed to a recording head part while the 
degree of flatness thereof is secured between the guide roller 5 and the platen 
roller 4. 
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
